Sut these proteeton are rather 
compUeated. and some of these moteeton 
consttfute fuOy dosed wiappion la i^leh 
flowers or the planu may be oreservtd in 
some way. for instoaee eooled down. Flower 
protectors constructed as bap of tiaasparent 
materia! and of smaller or greater siay and 
seated by folding or taping tte tegl 
above the flowers or Ite ptattti aia. 
also known. By that proeadure the 
bags recdve . some folds so * that the 
Howen or the phnis ia the begi are net 
clearly visible, which Is diadvaatageoos for 
inuanee when tbegr are displayed for sale in a 
shop. Fufihemora it is not possible to water 
or air the flowers or a phnt in sudh a dosed 
bag. ^Kbbk is dimdvanUgeous because it Is 
aoeesasiy for the flowers or the plant to be 
kept moist aod able to "breathe^ in order 
to keep flresh and retain an attractive 
appeananee. It is Airtheimore oflai tmMt- 
some to plaee flowers or a bushy plant 
growing in a flowerpot in such a bag.- ■ 

Hie present inventbn is therefore intended 
to provide an improved plant r flower 
protector of the kind rtferred to by which 
the above-nentl ned disadvantages are 
remedied.

By placing several 
pnrotectors dde>Vy*side. and wiA the h^ 
side of one protector Cadng the lew side ^ 
aoodttr pretector. the flowers or the phnts 
therein are very well protected by the 
protectors. The fomaiioa of the protector is 
so simple tet the costt of pcooucdon are 
very smaO. whMi Is very In^ertant as any 
rise In priee caused by the ale ^ flowers or a 
pleat ia sadi a protector must be very small.

Tliis invention relates to a phat preteetor 
of the kind (beretnafler ollad **ibt kind 
referred to** used for protectinc one or mere 
plutt rooted in a reodng medium with 
or without a flowerpot. Plant or flower 
ptoteeton of the kind referred to axe often 
used for the proteetiea of flowers or plaatt 
, growing in fbwecpott during nUs&ig in a 
nursery ^iden and during transportation 
and d%Iay for sale in a store. 

Several different protectors of the kind 
referred to or wrappings for the proteetiott of 
flowers or jpknts j^ing in flowerpots 
are known, but these protectors are ladier 
complicated, and some of thew Breieeteis 
ooasutute fuOy dosed wrappings in wUdi the 
flowers or the pianu may be preserved in 
some way. for instance eooled down.

The fllustnted protector Is f rmedasaeup JOO 
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I with an open top, made of a sinsle piece of 
plasucs material film. The cup has a plain 
and transparent surface, and in the lower part 
of the cup a flowerpot 2 is located, with 
flowers or a plant 3 therein. The upper edge 4 
f the protector, is situated in an inelioed 
plane in relation to its centre axis, so that the 
two p&ris 5 aa 6 lying eppessts to each other 
arc of substantially different heights. The 
10 highest part of the protector has a flap 
or loop or turning 7 to form a handle for 
carrying the protector with the flowerpot 2 
with flowers or the plant 3 therein. When the 
flower protector with the flowers or the plant 
15 3 therem is dis|>layed for ale in a shop or in a 
super>market it has a disk-formed cover 

8 located above the flowerpot 2. From the 
central part of the cover 8 radiate slits or cuts 

9 to form flaps 10. One of these slits or cuts 9 
20 is extended to the peripheral edge 11 of the 

cover 8 so that the cover 8 may be easily 
turned in round the flowers or the stalk of the 
plant, and thus the flaps 10 are placed close

It may sometimes be 
advantageous to remove the flowerpot 2 from 
the flowers or the plant and the adheretng 
earth and to save the flowerpot, after which 
the flowers or the plant with earth are placed 

.>0 in the protector, which serves then at the 
same time as a flowerpot In that case the 
lower part of the protector, on a level with a 
flowerpot is made non-transparent by means 
of a coating agent or a deblooming process or 

35 a painUng or the like so as to obscure the 
rooting medium therein from view. As shown 
and preferred the upper edge of the cup 1 is 
in a plane inclined at an angle of 45* to the 
horizontal, but this angle may conveniently 

40 be between 35« and 55*. The cup I has 
a plane horizontal circular base and widens 
from its base to its upper edge 4. Thus 
the illustrated protector is in the form of the 
open-topped cup 1 made of a sinsle pieee of 

45 wholly or partially transparent fiexiole fllm 
r synthetic plastics material, the tower part 
f the cup bemg adpated to accommodate the 
roots and rooting medium and the upper edge 
f the CUD being in an inclined plane so 

50 that there Is a su&tantlal difference in height 
between the highest pan and the lowest part 
of the said edge. 
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Various modifications are possible, for 
example the cup may be printed with 
decorative and/dr informative matter. 55 

WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 

L A plant protector of the kind used for 
protecting one or more plantt rooted in a 
rooting medium with or without a flowerpot, 
characterised in that it is in the form of an 
open-topped cup made of a sin^e piece of 
wholly or partially transparent flexible film 
of synthetic plastics material, the tower part 
of the cup accommodating the roots and said 
rooting medium at the upper edge of tfie cup 
being u an inclined plane so that there is m 
substantial difference in height between the 
highest part and the towest part of the said 
edae. 

2. A protector according to Claim 1. 
wherein at the said highest part there is a flap 
or loop to serve as a nandle for carrying the 
protector. 

3. A protector according to Claim 1 or 2. 
oomprisina a cover to extend ever the rooting 
medium, the cover having slits radiating from 
its middte to foim flaps, one of said slits 
extending to the periphery of the cover t 
allow the cover to be placed around a plant 
stem. 

4. A protector according to Claim 1 or 2 
or 3, wherein the lower part of the cup is 
coated or otherwise rendered non* 
transparent so as to obscure rooting medium 
therein form view. 

5. A protector according to any of Claims 
1 to 4, wherein the upper edge of the cup is In 
a plane indinedaat ao angto of between 35 
and 55* to the horizontaL 

6. A protector according to any of Qaiins 
1 to 5. wherein the cup widens from itt base 
to itt upper edge. 

7. A plant protector substantiaily as 
hereinbefore described with reference to and 
as illustrated in the accompanying drawings.
